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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 69, drawn to glycidyl esters of an a-branched carboxylic acid 
containing from 6 to 22 carbon atoms utilized as an elongational-viscosity-reducing 
additive. 

Group II, claim(s) 70-75, drawn to polyolefin waxes utilized as an elongational-viscosity- 

reducing additive. 

Group III, claim(s) 76-84, drawn to copolymers of ethylene with at least one aliphatic a- 
olefin and, optionally, a polyene utilized as an elongational-viscosity-reducing additive. 

Group IV, claim(s) 85-90, drawn to thermoplastic polymers having a main hydrocarbon 
chain to which hydrophilic groups are linked utilized as an elongational-viscosity- 
reducing additive. 

Group V, claim(s) 91-95, drawn to fatty acid esters derived from at least one saturated 

or unsaturated fatty acid having from 8 to 24 carbon atoms and at least one polyhydric 
alcohol having from 2 to 6 carbon atoms utilized as an elongational-viscosity-reducing 
additive. 
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2. The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: All of the above five 
groups are recognizably different compositions and therefore lack a common inventive 
feature. Furthermore, the examiner notes that the addition of compounds to rubber 
compositions as a means for modifying (i.e. decreasing) the viscosity thereof is known 
in the art as can be specifically found in the teachings of Schaal et al. (US 6,482,884; 
column 4, lines 45-60). 

3. The Examiner further notes that Claims 58-68 and 96-1 1 4 link(s) inventions l-V 
and will be examined with the elected group. The restriction requirement among the 
linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 68. Upon 
the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise
